of Commerce has decided to name a 
tenth commercial attache in addition 
to the nine already appointed. It 
has not been definitely decided wheth- 
er the new place chosen for this line 
of commercial activity will be Japan 
or Australia, but there is a disposi- 
tion to choose the latter in the be- 
lief that there is a better opportunity 
for the extension of trade with Aus- 
tralia, at present, than with Japan.

PERUVIANS SUFFER 
FROM HOOKWORM. 


AMERICAN DOCTOR FINDS AWFUL 
CONDITIONS IN THE CITY 
OF IQUITOS, 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—Dr. 
George M. Converse of the United 
States Public Health Service has re- 
turned to San Francisco after almost 
three years spent in the isolated city 
of Iquitos, Peru, whither he went at 


the request of the Peruvian govern- 
ment to this country to try to as- 
certain why the inhabitants of Iquitos 
were dying at the rate of fifty per 
1000 per annum and why virtually 
the entire population was always sick 
or ailing. 

Dr. Converse journeyed 2300 miles 
up the Amazon to reach Iquitos. Yel- 
low fever and hookworm were the 
diseases causing the most trouble. 


were suffering from hookworm, said 
Dr. Converse today. He found the 
city very dirty and immediately in- 
stitu a cleaning tp. There was no 
hospital or facilities of any kind at- 
forded by the municipality, and the 
American's work was considerably 
handicapped. But before he left Dr. 
Converse had succeeded in reducing 
the death rate to twenty-one per 
1000, and he had established a well- 
equipped clinic, which he says will, 
at the end of ten years, have suc- 
ceeded in saving the lives of about 
4000 of the afflicted inhabitants. 

“Hookworm infection,” he said. 
“makes the people earth eaters. Clay, 
candies and even the bricks of their 
houses are eaten as a consequence of 
the pecullar appetite engendered. by 
the disease.”

The report was submitted in re- 
sponse to a request from the Governor 
for advice on “what should be done 
upon the withdrawal of the Federal 
troops?“ 

During the fourteen months since 
the coal miners’ strike was called, the 
committee declares no Governor of 
any State in this Union since the Civil 
War has been confronted with as se- 
rious problems as those you have 
faced.” It recalla that at the time 
President Wilson sent Federal troops 
to the mining districts, he made it 
clear they should remain “only until 
such time as the State could properly 
reassert its authority,” and continues: 

“We. believe’ that the State is 
in that position and we agree with 
you that youd cannot, it fairness to the 
President, plead longer for Fed 
aid, much as the same might be de- 
sired. You should, therefore, prepare 
to accept for the people of this State 
the responsibility of again being a 
State.“ 

After ufging the Governor to at once 
advise the people of the State that the 
Federal troops are to be withdrawn in 
a very short time, the report suggests 
that he issue a proclamation com- 
manding every person in the State to 


obey the law and refrain from all in- 
cendiary utterances.

IS CONVICTED. 


BUTTE LABOR LEADER SEN- 
TENCED TO PENITENTIARY. 


Vice-President Bradley Also Found 
Guilty and Must Spend Five Years 
in Prison—Men Were Charged 
with Kidnaping and Deporting 
Mine Workers.

BOULDER (Mont.) Nov. 22.—~ 
Michael Muckie“ McDonald, presi- 
dent of the Butte Mine Workers’ 
Union at the time of the miners’ riots 
in Butte, was found guilty late last 
night of kidnaping, by a jury here 
and his punishment fixed at a term 
of three years in the Deer Lodge 
Penitentiary: 

Joseph Bradley, vice-president of 
the union, also was convicted of kid- 
naping and his punishment fixed by 
the jury at five years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Joseph Shannon, executive board 
member, was acquitted by the jury. 

The cases of the three mine work- 
ers were combined and were the. out- 
growth of the deportation of miners 
belonging to the Western Federation 
of Miners who had refused to join the 
Mine Workers, an organization made 
up of miners breaking away from the 
fold of the federation. 

The deported miners were given a 
“trial” by McDonald, who was called 
“King Muckie,” on an open lot in 
Butte and then escorted to the city 
limits of Butte and told not to come

SAN DIEGO (Cal.) Nov. 22.—Com- 
plaining that they secure but a scant 
margin of profit from their season's 
labor, members of the Russian colony 
at Guadalupe, Lower_California, have 
protested against the high export tar- 
iff on wheat shipped from Ensenada, 
according to word received here to- 
day.

GERMANY NOW ENGAGED 
IN GREAT STRATEGIC MOVE. 


EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
N tines, Nov. 22.—The war in Bu- 

rope has now made progress to 
a stage where the operations in 
France and Russia are intimately re- 
lated. The fighting in Servia and 
in Turkey also has some influence in 
diverting troops from the main bat- 
tleflelds, but to a relatively small de- 
gree. The uses that Germany is now 
making of her interior position and 
of her great railroad system link 
the eastern and western campaigns 


so closely, that each is dependent upon 
the other. 

Germany is now engaged in one 
of the greatest strategic moves of his- 
tory. In a supreme effort to rush 
the Russians she has cut down her 
forees in every quarter to the mini- 
mum in order to deliver against the 
Russians the strongest blow of which 
she is capable: Despite the fact that 
her armies in France were already in- 
ferior in numbers to those of the 
allies, she has even further reduced 
their strength by withdrawing the 
mounted troops and sending them to 
t east. where they could be used 
to better advantage. 

It takes much courage and de- 
cision to adopt a plan like this, which 
offers many possibilities of disaster, 
but the Austro-German allies are in 
a position where such measures are 
necessary. They have undoubtedly 
given a careful study to the state 
of preparation of the allied armies 
in France and have also sized up 
the personalities and probable lines 
of action of the opposing generals. 
The worst that ie likely to happen 
to them in the west at present would 
seem to be ah enforced retirement 
to the line of the Meuse in France 
and the Dyle River in Belgium. It 
seems even probable that the inactive 
policy, to which the Britien and 
French have committed chemselves, 
may permit the Germans to hold on 
to their line in France in spite of 
the reduction in strength of the Ger- 
man armiee

KILLED IN RIOT. 


Attempt to Overpower Guard 
at Isle of Man Camp. 


Five Dead, Twelve W ounded 
When V olley is Fired. 


Signs of Insubordination had 
Preceded Outbreak. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND 4 1 

DOUGLAS (Isle of Man) via Lon-. 
don, Nov. 23.—Five alien prisoners 
were killed and twelve others seriously 
wounded in Thursday’s riot at the 
detention camp here. The riot was 
precipitated when some of the prison- 
ers attempted to escape. These facts 
were brought out at an inquest held 
at the camp Friday. 

According to the evidence presented 
to the jury the affair occurred at 2 
o'clock Thursday, just after the mid- 
day meal. There were 2600 alien 
prisoners in the dining room at the 
time. The guards, consisting of 300 
National reservists, were standing in 
a room which separates the dining 
room from the kitchen. 

At an arranged signal—the break- 
ing of a window with a chair—the 
prisoners suddenly attacked the 
guards with cups, saucers, tables and 
anything else that happened to be 
handy. The guards fired a volley in 
the air. This failed to quell the riot 
and a second volley was fired, as a 
result of which four of the prisoners 
fell dead or so seriously wounded that 
they died almost immediately. Twelve 
others were so badly wounded that 
they had to be conveyed to the hos- 
pital. 

The rioters then surrendered. 
When quiet had been restored it was 
discovered that one alien had es- 
caped through a window and while 
running along a roof had fallen 
through a skylight to a stone floor be- 
low, breaking his skull. 

Formal medical evidence was given 
and the inquest adjourned for one 
week so that a representative of the 
War Office might be present. 

About three weeks ago there were 
signs of insubordination and the 
sentries began to complain that they 
were being insulted by the prisoners. 
The first overt act, however, was com- 
mitted a fortnight ago when a large 
body of men refused to leave the 
dining hall on a stormy night. They 
were allowed te remain indoors in- 
stead of being sent to their tents. After 
that the authorities started bullding 
huts to furnish better accommoda- 
tions for the prisoners. 

The next ebullition occurred last 
Wednesday, when a number of prison- 
ers during dinner complained violent- 
ly of the food. The authorities con- 
tend that the food furnished is of 
good quality.

AT MAJESTIC. 


Breezy M elodrama of Heroic 
Proportions is On. 


Burbank Also has New Play 
that Quite Amazes. 


Very Badly Conceived, but is 
Beautifully Staged. 
BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK 


Forty dogs, ten horses and a vi- 
lainess neither make a stock farm nor 
a stock company, but if you add to 
this aggregation the most active vil- 
lain ever invented, an automobile and 
an English railroad train with a com- 
plete equipment of rolling stock, you 
have the making of a melodrama of 
shrieking proportions. 

Realy, “The Whip” at the Majestic 
this week is a sort of heroic burlesque 
of melodrama, laughing it on the 
stage, instead of from it. It is 
fabulous in its magnitude, and 1 
suspect the company needs a special 
train as much to carry the different 
sections and cross-section of the plot 
as to convey the large number of de- 
lightful English actors, the tons of 
British accent and the animals. 

If they win not demand that we 
take the plot seriously and are win 
ing that it shall be considered as ea 
long laugh, then it will surely earn 
our heartiest approval It is a sort 
of Herculean “Wronged from the 
Start” and needs a stage as big as 
a Roman circus arena to produce its 
full spectacular value. 

The plot, as I have already inti- 
mated, is a good deal like a big fire 
hose under full power with nobody at 
the nogzle. It reminds one of Victor 
Hugo's runaway cannon aboard ship. 
but nobody will ever have brain fag 
fro mfollowing its gyrations. They 
might call it The Gyroscope” instead 
of “The Whip” and get away with it 
at that. 

Thie is not intended as a verbal 
assault. “The Whip” is truly a rip- 
ping entertainment and should fill the 
Majestic ‘or two weeks, if it wants 
to stay that long It belongs to the 
ancient of days, long, long before the 
age of reason, and the more unreason- 
able it becomes, the more delightful 
it is. 

It requires four acts and thirteen 
scenes to follow the villain from start 
to finish, and he has some finish. He 
also has an abundance of personality. 
The villain te Eric Mayne, who has a 
moustache like John Drew, the punch 
and figure of Wilton Lackaye and ts 
given a part that would make lago 
blush at his own incapacity for 
wickedness. He overplays his voice 
for villainy, yet he holds the absurd 
role to something entirely refreshing 
and big The entire cast ts full of 
clever people and Miss Hilda Honiss 
as Lady Di, ts a joy. She ts a pretty 
dynamic little thing with lots of glad- 
ness, engaging frankness and beauti- 
ful enunciation. The American stage 
lately seems threatened with com- 
plete inundation of English aet ors hut 
so long as they are of this quality 
surely n of us can object. 

The horses and the dogs are good 


or a hunt. They never seem to miss 
a cue and spring into action as if 
they knew every prompting and were 
afraid of a cut in salary if they ever 
fell down. They play up to the com- 
pany and this takes speed right 
through. There is a train wreck at 
a junction and this is quite a stagger- 
ing scene. A horse race for a finish 
brings an exciting curtain. 

It would take columns to explain 
the plot or do credit to the actors. 
Anyhow, it is a big show, full of 
laughter and realism of a delightfully 
unreal character and every single ac- 
tor, horse and dog with a big part 
is entirely worth the price of admis- 
sion. The thing breezes through with 
true melodramatic impulse, plus an 
energy and method that this style of 
performance never approached in the 
days of its vogue. Furthermore, it 
sustains an entirely novel atmosphere. 

A CURIOUS MIXTURE. 


Thomas W. Broadhurst (I am not 
putting his name first as a compli- 
ment) ran a race with himself in 
writing “The Right of the Seigneur” 
to see who could “ye * — mis- 
takes, and he won at both ends. 

They put it on at the Burbank yes- 
terday afternoon with a richness of 
costume and a good faith in acting 
that hurt. It starts with a bang, soars 
through two acts like a thing with 
wings that is headed for the skyline 
or the first

The thing Is a strange medley of 
romance and French Revolution, of 
Irish comedy and French costumes.

At 
the outset you have to forgive it a 
vicious postulate. “The Right of the 
Seigneur” was the violation of every 
right in the category, or at least of 
the most precious. If you are going 
to love this play, you must begin with 
the fact that you are going to face 
the most hateful and violent of all 
crimes. Do that and for two acts you 
After that, your 
life will be a question mark for an 
hour. 

In the old feudal days, it is history 
that the Seigneur might have claimed, 
and seldom or never took, the privi-

The pow- 
er that is never abused compels the 
consistency of the universe, Such a 
vice-gereancy. for it like a delega- 
tion from the absolute, stands for the 
summit of individual generosity.

TENACE TO CITY IN ONE 
DAY’S BLACK RECORD. 


Host of Alien Malefactors Fill Police 
Sheets as Never Before. 


Advancing Wave of Tramps, I. W. W. and Yeggs 
from the Cold North and East Sends Our Crime Aver- 
age Soaring and Points the Need for Swift, Decisive 

Action — Startling Figures by Railroad Men.

ETRAYING the horde of crimi- 

nals daily beating their way to 

Los Angeles from the snow and 
cold of the East and North, a stag- 
gering list of assaults, hold-ups and 
burglaries was written into the police 
records yesterday. Ina span of twen- 
ty-four hours three men were laid 
low by pistols in the hands of un- 
known thugs, six men and two street 
Car crews were victims of armed high- 
waymen, thirteen houses were entered 
by burglars, and a startling number of 
miscellaneous offenses were commit- 
ted. It is a crime record unprece- 
dented in Los Angeles for the same 
period. 
Candidly saying that the police force 
is inadequate to cope with the exi- 
gencies of the situation, Chief of Po- 
lice Sebastian said yesterday that de- 
spite several refusals of the Council, | 
given with every evidence of finality, 
he will once more petition that body 
for an increase in the force. In his 
annual report Chief Sebastian asked 
for 200 additional men. He says that 
number is needed under normal con- 
ditions, but that he will now ask for 
but twenty-five patrolmen. If the 
Council will not allow for the appoint- 
ment of that number of regular offi- 
cers, he wishes that number specially 
for the emergency season. 

The men who shot down three men 
Saturday night and Sunday morning 
are believed by the police to be thugs 
who have come here for the winter. 
The latest victim is Patrolman C. A. 
Lloyd. He left his home at No. 479 
Custer avenue early yesterday morning 
to report on for the morning watch 
which leaves Central Station at 2:30 
o'clock. At Sunset boulevard and 
Beaudry avenue he saw a man coming 
down the bank near the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital. The stranger was approaching 
the officer, but on discerning the uni- 
form, cut off in another direction. 
Patrolman Lloyd asked where he was 
going. The man answered that he was 
going to town. Wishing to investigate 
further the officer called upon the 
stranger to halt. For answer he sent 
five bullets singing toward the police- 
man. One struck Lloyd in the right 
upper chest, puncturing the lung. The 
patrolman, despite his wound, emptied 
his revolver at the fleeing figure, but 
did not bring him down. In her home 
a few blocks away, Mrs. Lloyd., bride 
of a few months, heard the shots and 
divined their meaning. A few minutes 


‘later her fears were verified. The of- 


ficer crawled to the home of Paul 
Fogel, No. 1061 Sunset boulevard, from 
where an ambulance took Lloyd to 
the Receiving Hospital. Yesterday, in 
the Angelus Hospital, he was resting 
easy with an even chance for recovery. 
THIRD MAN SHO T. 


A second victim was Augustine 41. 
beda, 24 years old, of No. 1158 South 
Mott street. He was walking at Sac- 


ramento and San Mateo streets when 


he was struck by a bullet from a per- 
son in ambush. He remembers no 
sight of the man who shot at him. The 
bullet entered his chest. He is at the 
Receiving Hospital in a critical condi- 


tion. 

The attack took place near mid- 
night. A few minutes before, Felix 
Ramirez of No. 419% North Main 
street was held up but two blocks 
away from where Albeda was shot. It 


is the theory of the police that the 


gunman mistook Albeda for a plain- 
clothes policeman. 

J. W. Grimes, a special deputy sher- 
iff living at Nadeau Park, shot three 
times at Sixth and Main streets Satur- 
day night while seeking to place two 
suspected thugs under arrest, is the 
least serious hurt of the three. His 
most painful injury is an arm broken- 
and splintered by one of the three 
bullets. He is at the County Hospital. 

At the present time each division 
of the police has special men detailed 
to cover“ yeggs and hobos. The de- 
tectives and patrolmen are paying par- 
ticular attention. to this class of work 
also, the Chief states, but one diffi- 
culty is the disposition of the men 
after arrest. The East Side Jail, where 
term prisoners are kept, is nearly full. 
To jail every convicted vagrant would 
swamp the quarters. The police 
judges are giving most vagrants 
floaters — ordering them to leave the 
city. It is no secret that few of them

that straight jail sentences should be 
imposed, but also realizes the inne 
quacy of the present provisions, and 
the expense that such & procedure 
would entail. He su that a 
stockade be built in the river bed and 
prisoners be used to screen sand which 
the city might dispose of to contrac- 
tors. He said yesterday that it is his 
intention to confer not only with the 
Council, but with the police judges re- 
garding the situation. A measure re- 
lated, he said, is provision for the un- 
employed.

DR. SHAW. 
IMMANUEL PRESBYTERIAN. 
GOD 18 TRYING TO REDEEM. RESTORE 
AND PERFECT HIMANITY AS A 

WHOLE, ALSO INDIVIDUALS. | 

Dr. John Balcom Shaw. who has 
been away for two weeks on a speak- 
ing trip, preached yesterday morning 
at Immanuel Presbyterian Church, on 
God's Poem—and Our Part in it.” 
He took for his text Ephesians, 110. 
“For we are God's workmanship.” He 
said in part: 

“If you were asked what was God's 
greatest painting, you would probably 
turn to some gorgeous sunset or some 
rarely exquisite landscape. If God's 
greatest architectural wonder were in- 
quired for, you might point to some 
Alpine range, or to the gigantic Hima- 
layas, Were you requested to sug- 
gest God's greatest sculpturing, you 
might take your inquirer to see the 
chiseling of the Yellowstone Canyon 
or the Canyon of the Colorado. And 
if God's greatest symphony were de- 


manded, vou would, in all prob- 
ability, refer to the music.of the 
sphere. 


“All this were easy; but suppose 
you were required to name God's 
greatest poem, what would be your 
answer? Not Christ, for He was not 
God's creation, but the only Begotten 
of the Father; God’s manifestation, 
but not His production. Milton has 
said that the poet should himself be 
a great poem. Christ's life was the 
greatest poem man has ever read, but 
it was in reality His own poem, not 
God's. 

“God's outstanding poem, according 
to Paul, is to be located, not in the 
realm of nature, but in the Kingdom 
of Grace; not in what God's power 
has formed, but in what His love 
has transformed. For we are His 
poem—that is the true rendering of 
the word translated workmanship. Re- 
deemed humanity as quickened, raised 
up and finally crowned by Jesus 
Christ. It is not yet complete, only 
the first cantos, indeed, but enough 
to show us what the great poem will 
be when God has completed it. It 
took God ages to work up to mans 
creation: it will take Him ages more 
to accomplish man's complete re- 
demption, but what a poem it will 
be when He has finished it. 

“What God is trying to do with 
humanity, as a whole—redeem, re- 
store and perfect it—that He seeks 
to do in us as individuals, to make 
each of us a canto of that great poem. 
How far are we pliable and responsive 
to His touch and handling? Are we

Some seem to be wor- 
shiping a Christ enthroned some- 
where in space with a crown of gold 
on his head; as though the Christ 
was small enough to be pleased with 
the baubles of kings. What warrant 
for great and proud = ecclesiastical 
systems built on the life of a man 
born in a manger, and who tramped 
about the country dependent on oth- 
ers for food and clothes. 

“A lowly Christ who despised then 
and despises now, gilded and pom- 
pous externals of piety. He is here 
in the world today just as lowly as 
ever; He is behind the tattered gar- 
ments of the beggar; He is in the 
bed of the sick; He is behind the wan 
faces of homeless, starving children; 
He even sometimes looks out through 
prison bars. If you want to find and 
know Christ, find Him and know 
Him here on earth among the com- 
mon people. Will Christ be pleased 
with bouquets of praise after you 
die, when you failed in your duty to- 
ward Him while living? What a 
wicked humbug to pile flowers around 
the dead whom we falled to treat 
right while they lived. Perhaps if 
the bouquets were not so belated they 
might not have died so soon. As 
some one has said, ‘We need more taf- 
fy and less epitaphy.’” .

REV. W. LEON TUCKER, 
CALVARY BAPTIST CHURCH. 
NO BLESSING COULD COME TO ANY 
PERSON IN THE UNIVERSE 
APART FROM CHRIST. 

At Calvary Baptist Church the pas- 
tor, W. Leon Tucker, spoke yesterday 
morning on “Blood Ransom from 
Ruin.“ The speaker said in part: 

“In Mark x:45 we have a compre- 
hensive statement of the gospel: ‘For 
even the Son of Man came not to be 
ministered unto, but give his life q ran- 
som for many.’ These words’ were 
administered in a rebuke. We shall 
study them as indicating, first: the 
incarnation of Christ: second: His 
earthly lite; third: His death and 
atonement. The Son of Man came. 
This is a reference to the incarna- 
tion. It does not say a son of man, 
but the Son of Man. The one on 
whom God has laid authority and has 
invested with sovereignty. 

“Tt must be remembered that the 
birth of Christ was not an end, but a 
means to an end. We have no right 
to say, ‘the Son of Man came not to 
be ministered unto but to minister’ 
and then place a period after the word 
minister. The birth of Christ and 
His earthly ministry do not consti- 
tute a ransom. The rest of the verse 
shows us the end and the object of 
His birth and His life, which was to 
‘give His life a ransom for many.’ 

“Christ did not come for display. 
but for death. Christ did not come 
because men were so good, but be- 
cause they were so bad. The Scrip- 
tures declare that ‘while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for the ungodly.’ 
It was when we were sinners that we 
were reconciled to God by the death 
of. His Son. Christ came not to show 
us an example of human attainment, 
but to make divine atonement. Christ 
was not born in the likeness of our 
fallen humanity because we were 
moving up to God, but because we 
were going away from God. He came 
to bring us back. 

“Christ's mission was a redemptive 
mission. He gave His life a ransom 
for many. The cross was in the heart 
of God and in the path of Jesus 
Christ from all eternity. The cross 
was the measurement of all God's 
mercy and the basis of the bestow- 
ment of all his blessings. The cross 
reaches to all length and possesses all 
strength and has within it all the re- 
quirements of -divine strategy! 

“No blessing could ever come to 
any person, persons or peoples at any 
time or anywhere in the universe of 
God apart from the Cross of Christ. 
The cross is the instrument of any 
judgment, whatsoever, which may 
ever come to any person, persons or 
peoples at any place, any time in the 
universe. God dealt with sin at the 
cross and it is the cross which fixes 
the ultimate destiny of both the be- 
liever and the unbeliever. What 
Christ accomplished at the cross is 
as final as it is finished. 

“Christ is the great ransomer. None 
of the ransomed ever knew how deep 
were the waters crossed, when the 
Lord moved forth in power to ransom 
the lost.“

REV. C. T. MURPHY. 
ATHANASIUS EFPlIsco PAL.. 
SHOULD BE OUR CHIEF 
N OF DEFENSE IN TIME 
OF TEMPTATION, 

The Rev. C. T. Murphy, rector of 
St. Athanasius Episcopal Church, 
spoke on “Prayer: Our Weapon of 
Defense in Temptation.” He said in 
part: 
“Existence today seems heavy with 
sin. Added to the world sorrow from 
want and war, some of us are bear- 
ing the grief of evil brought close to 
us in the past ten days. The tragic 
deaths of two men, prominent in re- 
ligious and humanitarian work, have 
shocked us to consciousness of the 
dangers we are in from the mystery 
of evil. What matter that friends, 
by intimate investigation, have estab- 
lished their innocence from the 
charges laid against them. Notwith- 
standing this confirmation of our con- 
fidence in their moral integrity, these 
men are conspicuous victims of the 
power and horror of ein in the so- 
cial body. We all need to pray in 
deep humility, ‘Lead us not into 
temptation.’ Society needs deliver- 
ance from the lusts of the flesh. We 
all need protection from the harvest 
of misery and death which the sins 
of impurity are bringing to ripeness 
in our midst. 7 

“Something is wrong unn the 
methods this generation is using to 
combat sin and crime. They are ob- 
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PRAYER 
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viously not lessening sin, and they are 


certainly not saving the guilty or the 
innocent who are charged with crime. 
Legal processes which result in such 


irreparable damage are grievously at 


fault. So far from protecting society, 
they show that no name is safe, no 
matter how honorable or useful. The 
safety of the community depends up- 
on the fear of God in the hearts of 
men. And we are failing to estab- 
lish that fear of God in our free citi- 
zenship. 

“A word needs to be spoken against 
the growing sin of self-destruction. 
One dare not judge those who have 
gone. How completely the anguish 
they suffered unhinged their reason, 
and destroyed their responsibility, we 
can only guess. We leave them in 
God's hand. But to them that are left, 
the witness of the church against this 
sin must be definitely given. It is a 
heathen doctrine, and contrary to the 
spirit of Christianity, that justifies 
suicide. A man may lay down his 
life in the service of God, or for the 
benefit of his fellow-men, and be hon- 
ored for this supreme proof of his 
love. But when death is invoked to 
escape the responsibilities of life, no 
matter what pain, or loss of self-re- 
spect or of position, is suffered, it is 
more than cowardice. It is defiance 
ef God. It is an act which shows 
that the fear of this world is greater 
than the fear of God. We must say 


the word clearly, though one trembles 
to utter it. en one enters into 
temptation either through one’s own 
sin, or because of the merciless scan- 
dal of others, then should the agony 
be borne by the help of prayer, fol- 
the exampie of our blessed

8ST. PAUL'S PRO-CATHEDRAL. 
THE BIBLE HAS BEEN THE COMFORT 

OF TENS Oy THOUSANDS 

THROUGHOUT ALL AGES. 

Dean MacCormack, of St, Paul's 
Pro-Cathedral, preached yesterday on 
the subject, “The Power of the 
Bible.” He said in part: 


“Every great movement gives birth 
to some phrase that is the key phrase 
of the movement from inception to 
completion. Most people agree that 
so far as the opening phrase of the 
great war now going on concerned 
that the word that stands out with 
greatest prominence than any other is 
the now world-wide phrase, ‘a scrap 
of paper.’ 25 

“That brings to ue many and varied 
suggestions. We think of two men 
going to a teller's window in the bank. 
One has a draft for a very large sum 
and it is cashed. The other has a 
draft for a much smaller sum and he 
is refused. They both present a scrap 
of paper. Why is one accepted and 
the other rejected’? The reason is that 
the name on one means something and 
the other does not. 

“A similar situation confronts us in 
the world of literature. We compare 
the writings of state and the writings 
of that sacred book which we call. the 
Bible. There can be no question but 
that the utterance of the ancient are 
words of power and that they are 
framed in literary form that must 
commend them to all people of culture 
and refinement. 

“Judged by this standard, the books 
of the Bible must fall far below the 
scholarly production of the immortal 
Pilato. But we all know that the 
Bible has had an influence in shaping 
and molding character—a thousand 
fold more than the wisdom of this 
interesting and fascinating philosophy. 
Have you ever asked the question 
why? Tü true they are both scraps 
of paper, but the Bible is mighty and 
powerful because the name of Jehovah 
is written therein. 

“At the beginning of history our 
first parents suffered a moral and 
spiritual collapse in the Garden of 
Eden. In the hour of their downfall 
the being whom they regarded as a 
Father God revealed himself to them. 


He promised them a deliverer. He 
spoke to them of redemption. For 
centupies God's people had thit 


thought. They believed it. They re- 
lied upon it. True, it was only a scrap 
of paper, but the thing that gave it 
value was the fact that the divine 
name was attached. 

“Later Jehovah promised Abraham 
and Sarah that they would be a 
source of a nation like the stars of the 
heaven and the sand of the sea in mul- 
titude. Years went by, and the 
promise remained unfullfiled. The 
time passed when it was with Sarah 
after the manner of women. But still 
they held to the promise. This aged 
couple steadfastly believed that some 
day it would be as they desired. It 
was only a scrap of paper, to be sure, 
but it was pregnant with infinite pos- 
sibilities because God's name was writ- 
ten on it. 

“Then decry the beatitudes of Jesus. 
They discount them by saying they 
are only an iridescent dream, beauti- 
ful, but quite impracticable. 

“They laugh when you say blessed 
are the peace-makers, for they shal! 
be called the children of God. We 
must admit that these wonderf.u)! 
words have an other-worldiness ring 
about them. But men are believing in 
them. They are believing in them 
more than ever. even in the face of the 
criticism that they are but a scrap of 
paper. And the reason is that they 
have attached the signature of Him 
who spake as man never spoke before. 

“So must it ever be with the great 
problems that come to us from time 
to time. This wonderful book that 
has been the comfort and consolation 
of thousands and tens of thousands 
throughout the ages, is full of strange 
and startling words. It looks forward 
to a time of perfect peace. It speaks 
of an age when right and justice shall 
be supreme. Why do men heed these 
utterances? They are but a scrap of 
paper. Yes, but the name of the 
eternal is written unto them.” 


DR. WILLTAM HORACE DAY. 
FIRST CONGREGATIONAL, 

A VISIT TO ITALY. HER KING. HER 
PEOPLE AND HER POPE, AS A 
NATION INVOLVED IN WAR. 

Dr. William Horace Day is giv- 
ing, at the First Congregational 
Church, a series of sermons on the 
nations involved in the war. Yester- 
day morning he spoke on “Italy; Her 
King, Pope, and People,” taking for 
his text, Galatians iv:31. He said in 


“The late Pope Pius X was a man 
who commanded respect and who 
Protestants and Catholics alike 
should delight to honor, because he 
Was always a true bishop of souls. 

“No matter how much the free 
churchman may differ with him in 
theology he cannot but respect him 
as a man and as a Christian. 
whether a given Pope be noble or 
base, he represents an autocratic ec- 
clesiasticism in which political meth- 
ods have too often hindered the great 
spiritual ambitions of the church of 
Christ. 

“From the Vatican, go with me to 
the foot of the Capitaline and look 
upon that monument to the constl- 
tutional monarch under whom dis- 
membered, oppressed, warring Italy 
the King united. The greatest foe of 
Cavour and Garibaldi’s ideal of 
united Italy was this ancient church 
under whose ministry to the world 
there has been such a mixture of good 
and ill. Every movement to the en- 
franchisement of the people has been 
opposed; but at last, in spite of ec- 
clesiastical opposition, the head of 
the Roman Church has ceased to be 
the autocratic prince of the Roman 
States, and Victor Emmanual is the 
constitutional monarch of all. 

“On the bank of the Tiber, with- 
in a few minutes’ walk of the Vaticay,: 
rises a beautiful new church. It is 
a temple of worship and instruction 
for the Waldensian free churchman. 
These people throughout centuries of 
bitter persecution have defied the 
Pope, not as a spiritual leader of 
souls, but as the autocrat denying man 
the right of free conscience. Against 
him they have struggled until they 
have the right of an open Bible and 
to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of their own conscience. 

“It was a similar conflict between 


the Hebrew ecclesiastics of tne first 
century and the great Christian 
preacher, who had discovered the 
glorious liberty of the children of 
God and who wrote to his friends that 
they shou'd remember that they were 
not children to the handmaid, but 
of the free woman. Italy has never 
had a great Puritan revolution. To- 
day there are millions who are non- 
religious and have nothing to do with 
the church, and others who are bit- 
terly anti-religious because to them 
the church of Christ means nothing 
but the exercise of a repressive auto- 
cratic authority, which denies any 
right to private judgment or liberty

CANAL OPENING. 
As it now appears, the formal open- 


ing of the Panama Canal will be a Pan- 


American and Asiatic affair, with only the 
Scandinavian and some of the Mediterra- 
nean nations represented. Neither the war 
vessels nor the mercantile ships of Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Belgium, Germany, 
Austria or Japan will be present, unless 
in the meantime these powers should agree 
that the canal and the ocean waters at both 
ends of the canal for a thousand miles 
should be declared neutral seas. : 

Such an agreement is not in the least 
likely, and the maritime parade at the open- 
ing of the canal will not be the grand affair 
that it was expected to be. 

The expositions at San Diego and San 
Francisco will suffer from the European 
war, but not to so great an extent as many 
fear. Eneligsh, French, Austrian and Ger- 
man exhfbitors will send their exhibits in 
neutral vessels, the forty-eicht American 
States will fill the spaces allotted them with 
specimens of American manufactures, and 
Brazil, Argentina, Chile and Peru have each 
made generous appropriations and prepared 
for extensive displays. 3 


T DEPENDS WHOSE OX IS GORED. 

In recent years leaders of organized 
labor have been protesting strongly against 
invocation of the injunction power of the 
courts in labor disputes. They have con- 
tended that that power should be taken 
away where it is applicable to cases involv- 
ing disagreement between employers and 
employed. 

Yet now a dispatch from St. Touls brings 
the information that an injunction order 
_ restraining three organizations of rafiroad 
employees from calling a strike has been 
granted by the United States Circuit Court 
or an application of six members of the 
organizations on the ground that a strike 
order was issued after some of the mem- 
bers who had voted in favor of a strike 
had requested to be permitted to change 
their votes. 

So in this case members of organized 
labor have readily resorted to a court for 
protection of what they deem to be their 
rights by means of the injunction power 
which some of their leaders have depre- 


cated. The employing corporation is not 


concerned in the case at all. 

Logically. this action should have the et- 
fect of leavine withont support the conten- 
tion that the infunction should be abolished. 
It has been demonstrated that it can easily 
come to pass that all workers need the 
benefit of injunctions. 


AR INSURANCE. 

European insurance companies have 
been reaping a golden harvest since the 
war broke out. 

The fact that Westminster Abbey had 
been insured by the ecclesiastical commis- 
sioners for the sum of $7,550,000, at a rate 
of $1900 for twelve months, created a pros- 
perous panic for the underwriters, and there 
was a rush all over the country to insure 
particular buildings against damage by air 
craft. 

Undoubtedly the Zeppelin scare was re- 


sponsible, and it was not for the under- 


writers to complain under the circum- 
stances. But the big insurance companies 
have experienced such a tidal wave of fresh 
business in this department alone that many 
of them have increased their staffs by 
nearly double. 

Before the destruction of the Emden insur- 
ance rates on ships reached their highest 
point for half a century; and the fire brok- 
ers have included a clause relating to in- 
ceadiary bombs in all their policies. 

One imagines that the Zeppelin scare 
must have been grlevously exaggerated. It 
was definitely agreed that Germany had but 
thirteen Zeppelins at the outbreak of the 
war, and that the utmost she could build 
would be four more this year—scarcely 
enough to replace casualties. And if they 
were really the powerful, irresistible 
weapons that they have been presumed to 
be. one marvels that the Germans did not 
use them with deadly earnestness during 
the naval bombardment of recent history, 
when the British ships lay at their mercy 
off the coast and the Zeppelins not twenty 
miles away in their sheds! b 

The fact that they did not do so would 
indicate that they dare not, in which, case 
the danger of a Zeppelin raid on England 
must be very remote. In any case the 
chance of any individual building beine hit 
would be very improbable. But vou can't 
‘expect the calm underwriters to point that 
out to a panicky line of clients offering them 


big business with both hands and almost 


on their knees. 


8 TO A “CITY MANAGER.” 

Has not this talk of a “City Manager” 
gone along with too much of a whoop? In 
the first place, has there been sufficient in- 
vestigation? And has there been sufficient 
deliberation? And has there been sufficient | 
consideration? There are reports to the 
effect that the plan has not worked with 
shining success where it has been tried. 
Would it not be well to satisfy ourselves on 
that point? We may profit by the experi- 
ences of other citfes, and it is not so easy 
to find out the facts as one may imagine. 
Partisans of an experiment always report. 
that it works well, whether it does or not. 
Even the direct primary has it apologists. 

The appellation of “City Manager” does 
not impress us favorably. It is inappro- 
priate, incongruous and misleading. In the 
nature of things the city must have a num- 
ber of managers. We must have an exec- 
utive head and a legislative body for the 
municipality. “City Director” or “Public 
Director” might do better than “City Man- 
ager” if we are to have such an official.

Still other publicity arguments have re- |

“honor.” The Germans have spoken the 
names of their great and honored poets, | 
musicians and authors, and pointed to the 
oncoming Cossacks. The English have 
made a sweeping gesture toward Westmin- 
ster Abbey and then indicated mail-clad 
Teutonic militarism. But the English have 
laid the heaviest emphasis on their “honor” 
in going to the relief of Belzium-——their na- 
tional sacrifice for a “scrap of paper.” 

And all of the arguments, all of the pub- 
licity, all of the pleas fall, not on dead ears, 
but on ears that are keenly sensitive and 
sympathetic. When Germany $s: > she is 
fighting for her national existence we know 
that she speaks the truth. When England 
says she is fighting for her national exist- 
ence we know that she, too, speaks the 
truth. We do not believe there is one per- 
son in a thousand in the United States who 
wants to see either nation destroyed. The 
sympathy of the United States will prob- 
ably be with the defeated—no matter who 
is the victor, just as at present the national 
sympathy is unqualifiedly extended to Bel- 
gium. Apparent right and wrong, justice 
and injustice, can scarcely be otherwise than 
a matter of viewpoint in such a desperate 
crisis as that involving Europe. There are 
always “arguments” and “opinions” sbout 
right and wrong. But suffering and dis- 
tress are facts. Humiliation and disaster | 
exact sympathy without logic. The sym- | 
pathy of the American people will ulti- 
mately be with the nation that is beaten | 


and crushed. | 


And so the pamphleteers and authors are 
needlessly using energy in damning their 
country’s enemies for our benefit; 
official explanation and unofficial justifica- 
tions of each nation’s acts and policies 
have nothing more than a transient infiu- 
ence. As evidence of this we may point to 
France. That country has been signally 
inactive in proselyting sympathizers, but 
the United States is none the less sympa- 
thetic toward the Belle of the Nations. 

This war cannot be settled by words or 
justified by eloquence. And all of the bit- 
terness that Macterlinck has poured out 


against Germany has not augmented our 
sympathy for his ruined land; it was the 


rear of the victorious German guns that 
filled America with compassion for Bel- 
gium. With all of his trenchant sentences, 
Hauptmann has not made a pereeptible in- 
fluence on our sympathy. And as to the 
victor belong the spoils, so will to the van- 
quished go the sympathy of the American 
people. 


NCLE SAM IS FIGHTING. 

Some day the battle flags will be furled, 
the guns dismantled and Europe will rise 
again from the ashes of the furnace. Let 
us see to it then that to the people of 


America shall be credited laurels of victory | 


in the greatest war in history. 
For Uncle Sam is fighting, too, among the 


nations of the eastern hemisphere. a hard

Following ts the memorial service 
address in honor of Dr. Robert J. 
Burdette delivered by Dr. J. Whit- 
comb Brougher at Temple Auditorium 
yesterday morning: 

I would not be true to my own feel- 
ings nor would I represent this church 
if I did not try this morning to pay 
the tribute of a son to a father and 
in part, at least, give expression to 
my love and admiration fe him.

He combined in his 
nature the passive virtues, as they 
are sometimes called. He had a 
genius for love. He loved people. He 
loved the things that people love. 
He loved to make people happy. He 
loved to help bear the burdens of his 
brothers. No wonder the common 
people heard him giadly. No wonder 
when he was pastor of Temple Church 
and preached from this platform great 
throngs crowded the Temple to hear 
him. He was one of the people. In 
his small body there was a great big 
heart of love that could take in all 
kinds of men and women and of all 
ages. The little tots loved him. The 
boys and girls loved him. Young men 
and young women loved him. The 
old people loved him. He knew him- 
self and he knew others and he was 
sympathetic, kind and forgiving. As 
a writer has said: 

“I tell you one thing pleases me 
— gbeut’ the little man, 

He always says the kindest things 
about folks that he can. 
Perhaps they're gnarled and crooked 
as a twisted stick o' wood, 
‘Bob’ he seems to think that 
they’d be better if they could. 
An' somehow he just makes you feel 
you'd lite to take his hand, 
An' try an’ walk along o' him towards 
the Better Land. 
Ye know he'd not be hard on ye if ye 
stumbled now and then— 
Perhaps he's had troubles o' his own 
that makes him feel for men.” 

I love to think of him as a gentie 
man. Dr. Freeman yesterday at Pase- 
dena said that he thought one phrase 
sumed up the essential principle of 
Dr. Burdette’s life, “He was kind.” He 
was gentle by nature and kind by ac- 
tion. His genius for loving made it 
impossible for him to be harsh to- 
ward any man. His gentle manner 
forbade his ever bel quick tempered 
and gruff. His wit did not carry a 
sting. His keen inteneet did not cut. 
His jokes were scintillating, but not 
sarcastic. He was one of the 
gentiest, kindest, truly lovake men 
I have ever known. Robert Freeman 
expresses our wish: 

„O, for the subtle touch of his art! 

O, for the gift of his pen! 

O., for hig smile just once in a while! 

O, for his ways among men! 

O. for the gentle cheers of his speech! 
O, for the powers of his mind! 
But mostly we pray on this

O, for his grace to be kind!“ 

I love to think of him as a happy 
man. I have never known a man 
where the springs of joy bybbled so 
perpetually forth in perfectly natural, 
clean, clear, brilliant wit and hymor 
as they did from the heart and mind 
of Robert J. Burdette. He was hu- 
morous by nature and hence ever 
charged with the purest pathos. His 
buoyancy was of the continvous and 
protracted kind.

Evidence Found to Indicate Chinese are Landed Be- 
low High Bluff, Where Autos Signalled with Rockets 
to Launch at Sea—Story of Beach Dwellers Seems

LAYA DEL REY, Nov. 22.—The 

mysterious portable wireless sta- 

tion which has been heard like a 
will-o-the-wisp on many occasions by 
a number of ships’ wireless operators 
was thought to have been found here 
today when William Hatch, a British 
chemist who lives on the beach here, 
related his experiences on several 
nights during this month. 

Hatch tells of an automobile of 
large proportions, equipped with some 
sort of a tripod, which visited the high 
bluff back of his cabin on the beach, 
and signalled out to sea with what he 
thought was the wireless rays. For 
gome time Hatch kept secret his dis- 
coveries of the barren and forlorn 
beach visitor, but so frequent became 
the trips of the unknown car that he 
haz told of it and his information may 
possibly lead up to some startling dis- 
coveries. 

The radio automobile proved, only 
a few nights ago, to be a smuggling 
machine, and not a signal car to sup-

CODE MEANING. 

Apparently some meaning was con- 
veyed, for on each occasion a few

SANTA ANA, Nov. 21.—According 
to figures compiled by the Santa Ana 
Chamber of Commerce for a new 
city directory, the population of Santa 
Ana is now 13,902. This shows heavy 
growth for this city since 1910, when 
the census showed 8429. 

That Santa Ana now has a popula- 
tion of nearly 14,000 is indicated by 
school attendance and by registra- 
tion of voters. Growth. has been 
steady. Each year has brought from 
200 to 300 new residences, and at no 
time has the building been ahead of 
the demand for houses. 

The Chamber of Commerce repre- 
sentatives state that while the di- 
rectory will contain only names of 
persons over 18 years of age, an ac- 
curate account was kept of all per- 
sons residing in the city. Transients
